BOSTON  CANE  TRIBUTE 

By:  Mary  S.  Fluery 


Ida  Barlow  was  bom  in  Groveton,  NH  on  August  15,  1910  to  Ethel  &  William  Barlow.  William 
was  from  Hull,  England  with  Ethel's  mother  having  strong  Stark  roots  dating  back  to  the  arrival 
of  the  McFarland's,  her  ancestors,  in  1718  on  one  of  the  5  ships  which  sailed  into  Boston  Harbor 
from  Ulster,  Ireland  on  August  4'*'.  One  was  among  the  first  10  settlers  of  Oakham, 
Massachusetts  and  multiple  McFarland's  were  bom  in  Stark  during  the  1800's.  Gradually  there 
was  a  blending  of  familiar  Stark  names  with  the  McFarland's:  Bell,  Caleb  Miles,  Sarah  Jane 
Emery,  Lois  Rowell,  Alice  Lunn,  Jane  M.  Miles  and  Rosamond  Jessie  Lunn  to  name  a  few. 

Ida's  mother  was  born  May  16,  1888  to  Frank  Elwell  (alias  Fred  Kane)  and  Sadie  McFariand. 
Little  is  known  about  Elwell,  but  Ethel  (Grammy  Barlow)  was  adopted  on  August  25,  1890  by 
Judge  George  Hubbard  and  wife  Ida  (Marming)  of  Guildhall,  Vermont. 

Ralph  Shannon  came  to  the  United  States  during  the  Great  Depression  and  fell  in  love  with  Ida 
Barlow,  the  beautiful  young  lady  in  the  Salvation  Army  Uniform  who  played  the  cornet  in  the 
"Sally"  Band.  They  were  married  in  1 928  and  their  first  child,  Mary,  was  bom  on  the  Berlin  end 
of  Route  1 10  in  1930.  Six  months  later  Ralph  was  called  back  to  the  family  farm  in  Sussex,  New 
Brunswick,  Canada  to  take  over  the  farm  for  his  ailing  mother  and  father.  Within  9  years  Ida 
bore  7  children,  all  but  Mary  in  New  Brunswick.  Edwin,  Jean,  Otis,  Fred,  Helen  and  Joe.  The 
farm  was  hard  work  with  no  plumbing,  running  water  or  electricity.  There  was  also  no 
mechanization — cows  to  milk  by  hand,  chickens  to  feed,  pigs  to  slop,  crops  to  be  planted  and 
harvested  and  wood  to  be  cut  for  heat  and  cooking.  There  were  horses  to  do  the  work  of  plowing 
and  hauling,  the  mowing  and  raking  and  the  delivery  of  milk  to  the  Sussex  Creamery  2  V2  miles 
away.  The  children  walked  that  distance  to  school  summer  and  winter  long  before  school  buses 
and  snowplows. 

In  1939  Canada  was  at  war  alongside  England  against  Germany.  Ralph  was  rejected  by  the 
military  due  to  near  blindness  in  one  eye.  To  serve,  he  went  to  work  on  the  adjacent  Camp 
Sussex  Military  Base  building  barracks  for  the  troops.  It  fell  to  Ida  and  the  children  to  assume  a 
greater  responsibility  for  the  farm  chores  before  school  in  the  mornings.  Although  they  chumed 
cream  for  butter,  they  could  not  consume  it  themselves  because  all  the  best  food  was  committed 
to  supplying  the  soldiers  in  the  war  effort.  Ida  cooked,  knitted,  and  quihed  to  keep  her  large 
family  fed,  clothed,  and  warm  as  well  as  doing  farm  chores  until  the  war  ended  in  1945  and  the 
farm  was  sold  a  year  later. 

The  family  moved  back  to  Groveton  in  1946  and  bought  the  former  Blake  farm  in  Stark.  Ralph 
died  here  in  1961  and  Ida  went  back  to  school  to  study  for  her  GED  in  order  to  work  as  a 
teacher's  aide  at  the  Stark  Village  School,  until  retirement,  while  caring  for  her  widowed  mother 
until  her  death  in  1984  at  the  age  of  96.  Grammy  Barlow  received  the  Boston  Post  Cane  in  1978 
at  the  age  of  90. 

Ida's  90*  birthday  party  was  planned  to  include  the  surprise  presentation  of  that  same  Boston 
Post  Cane  by  the  Stark  Board  of  Selectmen  in  August  2000.  This  was  kept  a  secret  for  weeks— 


not  easy  to  do  in  a  small  town.  This  event  was  held  at  son  Fred  Shannon's  home  in  Guildhall, 
Vermont  and  the  Selectmen  James  Eich,  Everett  Frizzell,  and  Albert  Cloutier,  Jr.  with  the  Office 
Manager  Lise  Coulombe  all  showmg  up  to  honor  and  present  the  Cane  to  Ida  in  the  presence  of 
her  many  family  members  and  friends.  This  all  an  effort  "above  and  beyond"  the  call  of  duty, 
which  could  only  happen  in  a  small  close  knit  community  like  Stark.  Such  a  wonderftil  tribute  to 
a  lovely  lady!  The  family  is  very  grateful  to  the  Stark  officials  for  honoring  their  mother  by  their 
generous  efforts. 

Ida  is  the  2"^  generation  member  of  her  family  to  hold  the  same  cane  and  if  that  isn't  a  record,  her 
daughter  Mary  plans  to  live  in  Stark  long  enough  to  make  it  3"*  generation!  Maybe  it  will  make 
the  Guiness  World  Book!  Wouldn't  that  be  something!

DOG  LICENSES 
IT'S  THE  LAW 


Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  April  30* 
cause  it  to  be  licensed.  (RSA  466:1). 

Proof  of  a  rabies  vaccination  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  mjist  be  presented  before  a  dog  license 
will  be  issued. 

Every  dog  must  wear  its  license  tag.  (RSA  466:13). 

A  $  25.00  penalty  will  be  assessed  to  the  dog  owner  for  failure  to  license  any  dog.  (RSA  466:13). 

License  Fees:  (RSA  466:4): 

$  20.00-Group  License  (up  to  10  dogs) 

$    6.50-Spayed  and/or  neutered 

$    9.00-Female  or  male 

$    2.00-Owners  over  age  65  (one  dog  only) 

The  Town  of  Stark  has  a  leash  law,  which  states  that  no  dog  shall  run  at  large  unless  the  owner 
accompanies  it.  (RSA  466:30a). 

It  is  a  State  law  that  all  cats  3  months  of  age  and  over  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.

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TAX  COLLECTOR'S  REPORT 


As  the  song  says...  It  was  a  very  good  year.  Fortunately,  the  year  2000  arrived  with  none  of  the 
predicted  Y2K  computer  problems. 

By  December  31,  2000,  92%  of  the  property  taxes  for  the  year  had  been  collected.  That  is 
wonderful.  Our  record  year  was  1999,  with  94%  collected  -  an  achievement  due  most  likely  to 
the  dramatic  drop  in  the  tax  rate  that  year.  But  I  won't  quibble  with  92%  since  it's  far  better  than 
the  81%  collection  rate  figure  we  had  back  in  1997.  Keep  up  the  good  work  everyone. 

You  will  note  a  difference  of  $18,518.01  between  my  total  collections  for  2000  and  the  number 

reported  by  the  Town.  This  difference  is  $18,477.16  in  deposits  that  are  in  my  system  for  Fiscal 
2000,  but  are  in  the  Town's  system  for  2001,  and  a  returned  check  in  the  amount  of  $40.85. 

In  December  I  was  sorry  to  lose  Lise  Coulombe  as  a  co-worker.  She  was  wonderful  to  work  with 
and  over  the  years,  did  more  things  than  I  can  count  to  make  my  job  easier  and  more  enjoyable. 

This  will  be  my  seventh  year  as  your  Tax  Collector.  It  has  been  great  and  I  thank  you  for  your 
continued  support.  If  at  any  time  I  can  help  anyone  with  a  tax-related  problem,  just  call  me.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


Fire  Department  Log:  Chimney  fire,  limb  burning  on  electrical  lines,  accident  on  Percy  Plains. 

Mutual  Aid:  Stood  by  at  Groveton  while  they  were  at  an  accident  in  Stratford  Hollow.  Apartment 
fire  in  North  Stratford.  Stood  by  our  station  while  Groveton  was  out.  Structure  fire  at  Nay  Pond, 
West  Milan. 

Pumping  Station:  May  31,  2000,  the  pumping  station  in  the  schoolyard  was  brought  on  line  and  is 
now  in  operation  to  be  used  to  fill  tankers  or  to  fight  fires  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The  cupola 
on  top  came  fi-om  the  Stark  General  Store. 

New  Fire  Station:  We  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  your  support  in  voting  for  a  new 
fire  station  and  to  approve  buying  the  Stark  General  Store  lot  to  build  this  new  building  on  as  it  is 
a  much  better  location  than  where  the  old  fire  station  was. 

At  times,  it  seemed  like  a  long  time  before  things  got  done,  which  on  the  most  part  was  not  due  to 
the  Fire  Department,  Selectmen  or  the  contractor.  There  were  a  number  of  things  that  delayed  the 
construction  process,  such  as  the  drawing  up  of  the  deed  for  the  property,  the  weather  and 
scheduling  of  the  cement  pump  truck  for  pouring  the  floor,  the  supplier  supplying  the  doors  and 
windows,  the  overhead  door  company  was  booked  up.  Most  of  these  things  were  quite  frustrating 
for  Scott  Bishop,  our  contractor.  Things  are  coming  together  pretty  well  now. 

This  is  your  building,  so  please  feel  fi-ee  to  stop  in  to  inspect  the  building  whenever  you  are  in  the 
area  and  someone  is  there  to  let  you  in.  Plans  are  in  the  works  to  have  an  open  house  in  the 
spring  so  that  anyone  who  wishes  to  view  the  station  may  do  so. 

Donations:  The  American  Red  Cross  donated  442  sheets  of  4'  x  12'  x  5/8  "  fire  rated  sheetrock, 
joint  compound  and  tape.  We  had  about  50  sheets  left  that  were  donated  to  Shelburne,  NH  for 
use  in  their  new  Town  Hall. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  donated  materials  or  labor  for  the  building  of 
the  fire  station.  Thank  you  to  those  who  have  made  monetary  donations  also.  The  money  will 
come  in  handy  to  buy  kitchen  cabinets  and  other  supplies  for  the  station.

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  REPORT 


Last  year  was  a  busy  one.  We  updated  the  town's  ema-gency  management  plan,  thanks  to 
much  assistance  from  the  selectmen,  fire  department,  police,  and  road  agent.  TTie  new  plan  is 
much  simplCT,  shorter,  and  easia  to  use.  It  is  also  comprehensive,  specific  to  the  potential  risks 
we  face,  and  coordinates  all  oiu-  resources.  Tho-e  is  a  public  copy  at  Town  Hall  for  anyone  inter- 
ested. 

We  also  worked  hard  last  year  to  obtain  a  grant  that  would  have  paid  for  much  of  the  new  fire- 
house,  and  allowed  us  to  add  many  needed  emergency  management  functions  that  we  cannot  oth- 
CTwise  affcffd.  Rather  than  cost  us  money,  this  grant  would  have  actually  saved  our  taxpayws 
about  $150,000.  The  first  laya  of  the  grant  application  was  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Man- 
agement and  they  worked  long  and  hard  to  assist  us.  Unfortunately,  the  next  layCT  was  anotho* 
state  agency  that  applied  diffCTent  rules,  even  though  this  was  a  FEMA-based  grant.  They  rejected 
Stark  as  too  prosperous  a  conmiunity. 

Our  problem  was  the  1990  Census.  It  appears  that  too  few  residents  of  the  smallCT  CoQs 
County  towns  disclosed  their  income,  so  their  census  data  is  unreahstic.  Of  the  42  jurisdictions 
within  CoOs  County,  only  eight  qualify  as  eUgible  modwate-  or  low-income  communities — and 
most  of  the  eight  enjoy  a  tax  base  many  times  largCT  than  Stark's.  Consequently,  these  few  juris- 
dictions continue  to  receive  the  large  grants  even  though  most  have  anple  tax  base  to  pay  for  the 
projects  themselves.  This  same  problem  probably  happened  again  during  the  2000  Census,  so 
we're  stuck  for  another  ten  years  unless  Congress  changes  the  rules  so  applications  are  rated  by 
actual  need  and  ability  to  pay. 

Tho-e  was  some  good  news,  howevCT.  The  American  Red  Cross  and  U.  S.  Gypsum  donated  a 
tnickload  of  Sheetrock  drywall  panels,  compound  and  tape  to  help  us  build  the  new  firehouse. 
This  saved  the  town  several  thousand  dollars.  In  addition,  we  wctc  able  to  construct  the  new  fire- 
house  more  soUdly  than  was  originally  planned.  We  then  donated  the  extra  mataials  we  didn't 
need  to  the  Town  of  Shelbume  for  emergency  management  facilities  within  their  new  town  hall. 
We  are  most  grateful  to  the  AmCTican  Red  Cross  and  U.  S.  Gypsum  for  assisting  us. 

Tho-e  were  no  saious  emergencies  in  Stark  last  year,  but  chances  are  good  one  will  hit  us  hard 
someday.  Perhaps  a  severe  storm,  a  serious  highway  or  railway  accident,  or  worse.  Prq)aration 
fOT  such  an  event  is  important  so  that  injury  and  propaty  damage  will  be  as  small  as  possible. 
EvCTy  family  and  business  should  be  prq)ared  with  a  good  emagency  management  plan  and 
enough  supplies  on  hand  to  sustain  themselves  for  at  least  three  days.  At  a  minimum,  you'll  need 
plenty  of  wata  for  cooking,  drinking  and  washing,  food,  warm  clothes,  candles,  flashlights,  a 
portable  radio,  extra  battCTies,  pasonal  medicines,  first  aid  supplies,  and  a  safe  source  of  heat  (if 
possible).  A  serious  emergency  will  spread  our  resources  \ery  thinly.  We  may  not  be  able  to  get 
to  everyone  quickly  and  outside  assistance  may  take  days  to  arrive.  A  good  emergency  manage- 
ment plan  allows  the  town  to  respond  as  efficiently  and  quickly  as  possible.  And  a  good  plan  for 
families  and  businesses  and  three  days  of  supplies  always  on  hand  are  a  very  wise  precaution.

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POLICE  REPORT 

Christine  Lake  seemed  to  be  a  lot  quieter  this  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  assault  on  James 
Gibson,  Sr.  by  a  number  of  motorcyclists.  Fortunately  he  was  not  seriously  injured. 
Unfortunately  the  persons  involved  were  not  apprehended.  Only  two  persons  were  summonsed 
to  court  for  violating  the  town  ordinance  dealing  with  the  drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  the 
beach,  compared  to  16  violations  last  year.  My  thanks  to  James  Gibson,  Sr.  for  his  help  at  the 
lake. 

Dogs  have  been  more  of  a  problem  this  year  than  last.  Dog  bites,  barking  dog  complaints  and 
dogs  running  at  large  were  problems  that  were  addressed  both  by  the  court  and  personal  contact. 
Some  dog  owners  need  to  be  more  aware  that  if  their  dog  barks  and  someone  complains  they 
need  to  do  something  about  the  barking.  Dogs  are,  by  state  law,  not  allowed  to  run  at  large  and 
must  be  under  control  of  the  owner  at  all  times. 

The  selectmen  requested  that  the  police  contact  a  number  of  property  owners  about  "junk 
vehicles".  The  statue  states  that  upon  two  or  more  vehicles  or  parts  of  vehicles  is  a  violation. 
Simply  stated,  one  is  OK,  two  or  more  is  not. 

Pike  Pond  required  a  number  of  visits  this  summer.  As  property  changes  hands  and  new  people 
move  in  there  are  bound  to  be  a  few  differences  of  opinion  as  to  what  is  acceptable  behavior  and 
what  is  not.  Hopefully  common  ground  has  been  reached  and  Pike  Pond  will  be  a  happier  place 
this  summer. 

I  applied  for  a  grant  through  the  NH  Highway  Safety  Committee  for  25  bike  helmets  for  the 
children  at  Stark  School.  We  received  the  grant  and  Bob  Tobin  and  I  ran  a  bike  safety  class  at 
the  school  and  gave  out  helmets.  I  still  have  a  few  left  and  if  you  need  one,  please  call  the  town 
office.  I  will  be  applying  again  this  year. 

Thirty-nine  people  were  ticketed  for  speeding  in  the  area  of  the  School,  along  with  a  number  for 
solid  line  violations.  The  Selectmen  have  included  ftinds  in  the  police  budget  for  the  purchase 
of  a  radar  unit  for  the  town,  which  hopefully  will  get  your  support. 

We  added  three  additional  officers  to  the  department  this  year.  They  are  all  certified  by  NH 
Police  Standards  and  Training  and  completed  at  least  eight  additional  hours  of  training  during 
the  year. 

Pistol  permits  applications  may  be  obtained  from  Sue  or  myself  The  cost  is  ten  dollars  and 
does  not  need  to  be  renewed  for  four  years. 

Again  I  thank  the  people  in  town,  my  special  officers  Francis,  Don,  Roy,  Mark,  the  Selectmen 
and  the  office  staff  for  your  continued  support.

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CEMETERY  REPORT 

There  was  a  somewhat  bumpy  start  this  spring  on  general  maintenance  due  to  the  introduction 
of  new  help  that  showed  up  late  for  work.  It  took  awhile  to  find  people.  It  finally  came  all 
together  with  that  professional  look  not  withstanding  the  persistence  of  heat,  rain,  flies,  and 
fi"equent  mower  breakdowns.  Scheduling  was  awkward  last  year,  but  goodwill,  overall, 
prevailed. 

The  year  2000  saw  the  beginning  of  major  site  restoration  with  the  cleaning,  repair,  and  re- 
setting of  65  markers  in  the  Village  Cemetery.  It  is  hoped  that  more  of  the  same  will  be 
accomplished  in  2001.  As  we  all  know  there  is  plenty  of  it  there  in  all  four  sites,  some  of  which 
can  be  achieved  by  "in-house"  efforts  especially  in  the  category  of  overgrowth  including  the 
markers  for  individual  lots. 

We  achieved  annexation  of  three  acres  for  the  Emerson  Cemetery  fi-om  Pike  Industries  in  2000, 
which  was  initially  proposed  to  us  in  1999.  This  increase  in  capacity  should  ensure  the 
accommodations  of  fiiture  generations.  There  are  very  few  plots  remaining  within  the  other 
three  cemeteries  making  Emerson  the  most  active. 

Activities  for  2001  will  primarily  be  the  removal  of  excess  woody  growth  that  is  overdue  for 
attention,  especially  at  the  Village  Cemetery.  Also,  the  relocation  or  removal  of  dirt  (  no  pun 
intended)  that  is  no  longer  of  any  use.  The  stair  way  to  the  Village  Cemetery  from  the  highway 
needs  a  good  looking  over  as  well.  In  any  event,  let's  hope  the  weather  is  our  ally  for  at  least 
part  of  the  2001  spring  and  summer  season. 

My  thanks  to  Richard  Constant  and  Joel  Cote  for  keeping  the  grass  short  this  past  season.  Also 
to  Donald,  Ernie,  and  Dennis  for  their  help  in  the  early  part  of  the  2000  season.

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TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT 

If  the  weather  pattern  at  the  station  in  the  year  2000  could  have  been  known,  I  think  I  would 
have  stayed  home!  If  it  wasn't  rain  coming  down  sideways,  then  it  was  a  sandstorm.  If  that 
vertical  red  line  wasn't  at  the  top,  then  it  was  down  at  the  bottom.  About  four  feet  of  snow  was 
pushed  aside  wearing  out  one  broom  and  ahering  my  posture  in  the  process.  But,  the  real 
whammy  was  being  beamed  with  hailstones  on  no  less  than  seven  different  days  last  summer. 
And  then  to  handle  all  your  garbage  with  a  smile  (most  times)  well? 

The  year  2000  (besides  being  a  number  with  three  empty  spaces)  gave  us  the  time  to  process 
and  bring  to  market  63  tons  of  recycleables  and  to  haul  away  120  tons  of  waste  no  one  knows 
what  to  do  with  as  yet.  Business  has  been  good,  but  the  one-  third  recycling  rate  suggests  that 
we  could  do  better.  The  State  goal  is  40%.  We  appear  to  be  heavy  consumers  considering  our 
size  and  low  growth  rate.  We  also  had  over  6200  drops  for  the  year,  increasing  by  1 1 00  the 
total  for  1999.  Adding  Saturday  morning  to  our  schedule  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  about 
one-  third  of  our  activity  for  a  Saturday  in  the  mornings  on  an  average.  We  also,  for  the  first 
time,  now  collect  for  fee  items  directly  at  the  station  as  well  as  at  the  Town  office.  This  has 
akeady  made  several  of  you  very  happy.  However,  with  good  things  often  times  come  not  so 
good  things.  Unfortunately,  we  had  to  eliminate  the  free  tire  policy  and  institute  a  moderate  fee 
schedule  to  slow  down  the  volume  that  will  afford  us  more  favorable  disposition  costs. 

The  most  likely  event  of  major  significance  for  2000  was  the  new  transfer  station  at  AVRRDD 
going  on  line  last  spring.  This  allows  us  to  handle  most  of  our  non-recyclable  waste  in  a  more 
efficient  and  cost  effective  manner  than  in  the  past  by  reducing  hauling  time  and  working  with 
lower  fees.  As  some  of  you  know  by  now,  a  large  load  will  be  directed  to  that  locafion  rather 
than  at  the  station  here.  Possibly  in  the  future,  other  categories  of  waste  may  be  disposed  of  at 
the  district's  new  facility.  Double  "O"  also  saw  new  signage  for  the  container  bays, 
decontamination  of  the  scrap  metal  area,  some  painting  and  brush  removal,  shelving  for  the 
compactor  shack,  and  as  a  positive  reward  for  our  efforts,  $  1100.00  in  scrap  metal  revenue- 
about  double  over  last  year.  Keep  the  aluminum  coming  folks,  it's  a  real  winner. 

How  wide  the  window  for  200 1  depends  on  the  weather,  energy,  people  who  want  to  work  and 
that  often  times  misunderstood  word:  BUDGET.  But,  we  should  see  the  completion  of  the 
signage  program  (my  pet  project),  heavy  trimming  and  some  grading  at  the  entrance  to  the 
station.  More  painting  (of  course),  some  minor  electrical  work  (we  operate  with  one  receptacle 
and  one  light),  shelving  for  the  "swap  shop"  (proposed  last  year  and  currently  in  progress). 
Some  heavier  grading  adjacent  to  the  scrap  metal  area  providing  increased  space  for  that 
material  ,the  rate  paid  out  per  ton  doubles  at  25  gross  tons  or  more.  And  most  important  the 
installation  of  the  concrete  berm  for  the  bum  pit  and  parking  pad  for  the  corrugated  cardboard 
container,  also  a  carry-over  from  last  year.  The  district  has  taken  up  the  proposed  oil  fiher 
crusher  for  2000  and  one  will  be  in  operation  at  their  facility  sometime  this  year,  reducing  oil 
shed  clutter  to  a  minimum.  And  lastly,  I  am  still  looking  for  that  storage  shack! 

Although  there  are  a  few  points  of  detail  that  have  yet  to  reach  some  of  you  (experience  should 
smooth  that  out  in  time)  there  will  be  no  new  do's  and  don'ts  and  how  to's  for  2001  believe  it  or

not.  With  the  exception  of  minor  changes  to  battery  and  textile  collections  to  be  implemented 
this  spring.  But  stay  alert  as  D.E.S.  has  their  own  way  of  doing  things! 

A  survey  has  been  prepared  to  be  distributed  next  summer  concerning  a  wide  variety  of 
variables  pertaining  to  the  usage  of  the  transfer  station,  recycling,  operational  procedures,  and  to 
determine  common  interests  that  may  be  of  value  in  the  planning  of  future  activities.  Also  a 
comprehensive  description  of  all  station  activities  and  procedures  has  finally  been  realized  and 
should  be  available  sometime  this  spring.  It  will  make  for  dull  reading,  but  you  will  be 
completely  informed,  and  if  believed  my  job  easier. 

The  year  2000  ends  by  extending  a  welcome  to  all  those  new  individuals  and  families  that  have 
taken  to  our  town  this  past  year.  Their  cooperation  has  been  excellent  serving  to  reinforce  our 
commitment  to  efficient  waste  management.  My  appreciation  also  goes  to  those  faithful  souls 
in  the  shapes  of  Sue,  Lise,  Carl,  Donald,  John,  Ernie  and  Matthew.  They  all  helped  to  make  it 
all  happen— and  that's  teamwork! 

The  weather  was  bad,  but  The  White  Phantom  could  make  you  scream!  Tune  in  next  year.

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2000  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 
A.V.R.R.D.D. 

The  AVRRDD  2000  Budget  apportionment  for  our  member  municipalities  totaled  $  574,532.00.  A 
surplus  of  $  122,308.23  from  the  1999  budget  was  used  to  reduce  apportionments  with  a  net  budget 
of  $  452,223.77  being  billed  to  the  member  municipalities.  The  proportionate  share  of  the  credit  for 
the  Town  of  Stark  was  $  1,361.71  reducing  your  gross  apportionment  of  $  6,140.60  to  $  4,  778.89. 
Preliminary  reconciliation  of  the  2000  budget  shows  a  surplus  of  approximately  $  235,675.00  being 
available  to  credit  toward  2001  apportionments. 

Our  Materials  Recycling  Facility  marketed  a  total  of  2,234.64  tons  of  recycleables  for  the  period 
January  1,2000  through  December  21,  2000  representing  $  114,360.56  of  marketing  income  to  the 
District.  In  addition  to  the  marketing  revenue  from  the  recycleables,  there  is  also  an  avoided  cost  of 
disposal  at  the  landfill.  The  avoided  cost  for  our  recycled  tonnage  totals  $  122,905.20. 

During  the  period  November  1,  1999  through  October  31,  2000,  the  fiscal  accounting  year  for 
municipal  solid  waste  (MSW),  8,831.83  tons  of  MSW  were  disposed  of  at  the  Mt.  Carberry  landfill. 
The  cost  for  disposal  was  $  478,320.20. 

On  April  24,  2000,  the  District  Transfer  Station  was  officially  opened.  Completion  of  the 
construction  project  was  financed  through  an  assessment  in  2000  of  $  7.36  per  capita  for  the 
population  of  each  member  municipality  based  on  the  1990  federal  census  population.  No  debt  was 
incurred  for  this  project. 

From  April  24  through  December  31,  2000,  the  Transfer  Station  received  a  total  of  395.03  tons  of 
municipal  bulky  waste  and  construction  and  demolition  debris  with  an  additional  504.84  tons  being 
received  from  the  58  commercial  accounts  presently  registered  with  the  District.  A  total  of  62.03 
tons  of  wood  was  also  received  from  the  commercial  accounts.  Recycling  for  the  Transfer  Station 
consisted  of  147  tons  of  scrap  metal,  7  tons  of  brush,  which  was  chipped  with  the  District  owned 
chipper  and  239.58  tons  of  wood  that  were  processed  through  a  grinder.  In  addition,  2,346  tires  were 
accepted  along  with  1 1 8  refrigerators,  air  conditioners,  and  freezers.  Transfer  Station  income  from 
all  sources  totaled  $  22,154.56. 

Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  in  April  2000:  Raymond  Chagnon  of 
Berlin  was  re-elected  District  Chairman,  Clara  Grover  of  Errol  was  re-elected  Vice  Chairman  and 
Earl  Wadsworth  of  Dummer  was  re-elected  Secretary /Treasurer.  Other  District  Representatives  are: 
Yves  Zomio  of  Gorham,  David  Tomlinson  of  Randolph,  Linda  Cushman  of  Jefferson,  Jeremiah 
Lamson  of  Northumberland,  George  Bennett  of  Stark,  Michael  Fortier  of  Milan  and  Fred  King  for 
Coos  County. 

In  June  2000,  the  District  conducted  its  ninth  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day. 
The  collection  was  hosted  by  the  Town  of  Gorham  with  415  households  participating.   The  project 
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was  funded  through  the  District  Household  Hazardous  Reserve  Fund.  In  addition,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  reimbursed  the  District  at  twenty-five  cents  per  capita  after  the  collection  was  completed. 
The  District  contracted  with  Safety-Kleen,  Inc.  for  the  collection.  This  event  is  conducted  annually, 
the  first  Saturday  in  June. 

The  Androscoggin  Valley  Regional  reftise  Disposal  District  ended  2000  with  total  assets  of  $ 
1,435,739.16.  Accumulated  depreciation  on  the  equipment  and  building  is  $  254,438.00.  Liabilities 
were  $  75,000.00  which  consists  of  a  long-term  debt  to  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank 
for  money  borrowed  to  build  and  equip  the  Materials  Recycling  Facility.  This  is  a  ten-year  bond 
with  the  final  payment  due  in  August  2001.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

REPORT 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each 
town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with 
forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported  during  the 
2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statistics  shown.  Despite  this,  our 
network  of  fire  towers  and  detection  patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first  to 
report  over  135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire 
department  for  their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland  fires  occurring  in  areas 
where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a  serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and 
firefighter.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  home  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space 
around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers.  Please 
contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a  brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety 
around  your  home  and  woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  you  local 
Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning. 
Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with 
snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  tc 
$  2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  anc 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have  investigated  numerous  complaints 
regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  tc 
ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  pleast 
call  our  office  at  271-2217  or  for  general  information  visit  our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us. 
The  state  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraf 
patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  fi-om  loca 
fire  departments.  These  factors  are  critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  th( 
loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.  Due  to  permitting  and  fire  safety 
concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department  BEFORE  using  portable  outdoor  fire  place; 
and  vessels,  including  those  constructed  of  clay,  concrete  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

2000-2001 

"As  much  as  I  would  like  to  tell  you  differently,  the  school  funding  question  is  still  not  completely 
settled."  This  quote  is  from  my  last  year's  report,  and  unfortunately  it's  still  accurate.  The  January 
superior  court  decision  does  not  affect  the  state's  responsibility  to  provide  for  and  fund  an  adequate 
education.  What  it  did  was  declare  the  method,  a  statewide  property  tax,  the  state  used  to  fund  an 
adequate  education  unconstitutional.  This  is  only  one  judge's  opinion  and  it  awaits  the  New 
Hampshire  Supreme  Court  to  see  if  the  opinion  will  be  upheld.  Regardless  of  the  decision,  it 
should  have  no  effect  on  the  amount  of  the  district's  adequate  education  grant,  which  has  increased, 
and  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  which  has  decreased. 

With  the  cooperation  and  participation  of  the  School  Board,  the  district  has  formed  a  plarming  team 
to  review  and  revise  the  Stark  District  Educational  Improvement  Plan.  An  organizational  meeting 
was  held  in  December  and  the  committee  has  set  up  a  schedule  of  regular  monthly  meetings.  The 
planning  team  will  develop  a  vision  and  mission  statement  for  the  school  district  with  feedback 
from  the  community.  The  vision  and  mission  statement  will  then  be  used  to  set  immediate  and 
long-range  goals  for  the  district.  The  committee's  intention  is  to  create  a  continuing  improvement 
plan  where  new  goals  will  be  developed  as  current  goals  are  achieved. 

Closely  tied  to  the  District  Educational  Improvement  Plan  is  the  Development  Plan  for  professional 
and  paraprofessional  staff.  The  state  is  requiring  each  school  district  to  create  a  plan  that  will  link 
individual  teacher's  professional  development  to  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  immediate  and  long- 
range  goals  of  the  District  Educational  Improvement  Plan  will  be  that  link.  For  the  past  year  a 
committee  made  up  of  teachers,  administrators  and  parents  from  each  of  the  three  districts  in  SAU 
#  58  have  been  working  on  the  Staff  Development  Plan.  The  Stark  School  District  has  two  staff 
members  and  a  member  of  the  community  on  the  committee.  Late  this  past  fall  a  draft  was 
presented  to  the  staff  of  all  three  districts  for  their  comments  and  suggestions,  and  the  final  version 
will  be  going  to  the  state  for  their  approval  this  spring.

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RIGHTS  OF  PARENTS  OR  GUARDIANS 


As  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  child  who  may  require  or  who  is  receiving  special  education  and/or 
related  services,  you  have  the  following  rights. 

You  have  the  right  to  have  access  to  and  examine  all  records  relating  to  your  child's  education. 

You  have  a  right  to  receive  prior  written  notice  whenever  the  local  education  agency  proposes  to 
begin  or  change  the  special  education  referral,  evaluation  and/or  education  placement  of  you  child. 

You  have  a  right  to  question  any  matter,  decision,  or  recommendation  relating  to  your  child's 
referral,  evaluation  or  educational  placement. 

You  have  the  right  to  request  an  independent  education  evaluation  obtained  by  the  local  education 
agency.  If  your  request  is  accepted,  the  evaluation  will  be  conducted  by  a  certified  or  licensed 
professional  examiner  who  is  independent  of  the  local  education  agency  and  will  be  performed  at 
no  cost  to  you.  Should  your  request  be  denied,  you  have  the  right  to  appeal  this  decision  as 
described  below. 

If  you  have  any  complaints  regarding  the  referral,  evaluation  or  education  placement  of  your  child, 
you  have  a  right  to  meet  with  the  School  Board.  If  any  agreement  is  unable  to  be  reached,  you 
have  the  right  to  an  impartial  hearing  conducted  by  a  state-appointed  due  process  hearing  officer. 

At  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  be  assessed  by  person(s)  with  special  knowledge  or  training 
or  by  an  attorney,  and  the  right  to  present  evidence  and  confront,  cross-examine  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses. 

After  this  hearing  you  have  the  right  to  a  written  or  electronic  verbatim  recording  of  such  hearing. 
You  have  the  right  to  obtain  written  findings  of  fact  and  the  decisions  of  the  hearing  at  no  cost. 

If  the  decision  of  the  impartial  hearing  at  the  local  level  is  not  acceptable  to  you,  you  have  the  right 
to  appeal  this  decision  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  Civil  Court. 

During  any  of  the  hearing  or  appeal  procedures,  your  child  shall  remain  in  the  current  education 
program,  or  if  applying  for  initial  admission  to  the  public  school,  shall  be  placed  in  a  regular 
program  until  all  proceedings  have  been  completed,  unless  you  and  the  school  officials  agree 
otherwise.
